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THE  IDEAL  STUDENT 

Haven't  you  often  wondered,  especially  when  jealous  of  a  teacher's  pet.  what  qualities 
constitute  the  ideal  student  in  the  eyes  of  him  who  teaches?  The  Oracle  conducted  a  survey 
among  Central  teachers  in  order  to  discover  what  sort  of  person  that  student  might  be.  Here 
are  the  results: 

Actual  intelligence  means  little  to  our  faculty  for  only  three  mentioned  it.  Likewise,  there 
were  only  three  pleas  for  an  alert  student.      Would  they  have  us  dull? 

Some  of  the  qualities  that  were  mentioned,  however,  are  courtesy,  cooperation,  responsibility, 
ambition,  dependability,  loyalty,  industry,  sincerity,  and  honesty.  Our  mentors  admire  the 
student  who  is  thoughtful,  original,  interesting,  and  friendly.  They  hope  he  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  demonstrate  his  courage,  his  tact,  his  stick-to-itiveness,  and  his  independence..  Espe- 
cially, do  they  commend  anyone  with  a  sense  of  humor.  (Although  it  was  not  specifically  stated, 
we  imagine  that  the  subtle  is  preferred  to  the  boisterous  kind.)  Orderliness  in  mind  and  appear- 
ance is  another  attribute  of  the  ideal  student. 

If  you  will  analyze  these  qualities,  you  will  find  that  they  fall  into  three  groups,  qualities 
of  character,  personality,  and  mind.  The  first  group  is  by  far  the  most  widely  stressed,  which 
only  goes  to  show  that  our  teachers  are  a  wise,  understanding,  and  human  people.  It  is  what 
we  are  that  counts!  Personality,  which  is  really  the  outward  semblance  of  character,  is  well 
worthy  of  cultivation,  for  it  definitely  distinguishes  us  from  others.  Last  comes  the  mind  which, 
wonderful  apparatus  that  it  is.  cannot  think  great  and  noble  thoughts  if  the  rest  of  our  con- 
sciousness is  unwilling.

REPORT  ON  THE  "IDEAL  STUDENT"  CENSUS 

A  census  taken  by  The  Oracle,  in  which  Central  teachers  were  asked  to  describe  their  ideal 
pupil  by  five  adjectives,  disclosed  that  the  greatest  emphasis  was  placed  on  character,  with  the 
quality  of  personality  second,   and  intelligence  a  bad  third. 

Apparently  the  honest,  industrious,  loyal,  dependable,  sincere,  and  responsible  student  is  the 
general  favorite  with  our  teachers.  The  courteous,  cooperative  pupil  is  welcome  in  classes,  and 
the  intelligent,   alert  child  is  well   thought   of. 

Of  a  total  of   164  adjectives.   94  emphasize  character.  46  personality,  and   24  intelligence. 

The  traits  of  intellect  most  in  evidence  can  be  divided  under  these  headings:  receptive,  re- 
flective, and  active  intelligence.  Thus  the  teachers  stressed  attentiveness.  alertness,  interest; 
thought,  scholarliness.  criticism,  philosophy;  independence,  originality,  initiative,  resource,  and 
capability.  The  reason  for  the  comparatively  insignificant  total  vote  for  this  group — 14  per  cent 
— may  be  that  the  factulty  dare  expect  no  great  amount  of  latent  intelligence  in  the  average 
student. 

The  personality  characteristics  may  be  classified  in  much  the  same  way:  under  appearance, 
deportment,  cooperation.  For  instance;  neatness,  attractiveness;  courtesy,  respect,  tact,  consider- 
ation, kindness,  cheerfulness,  humor:  activity,  willingness,  helpfulness,  cooperation.  The  last 
group  shades  imperceptibly  into  the  qualities  of  character. 

In  the  section  pertaining  to  character — by  far  the  largest — the  teachers  stress  these  things; 
obedience,  industry,  honesty,  sincerity,  and  courage. 

■  The  emphasis  on  industry  is  very  marked.  Some  of  the  qualifications  follow:  care,  order, 
accuracy,  reliability,  responsibility,  regularity:  and  thrift,  promptness,  diligence,  thoroughness, 
industry,   patience,   resolution,   and   ambition. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some  teachers  demand  submissive  qualities  in  a  student,  and  that 
others  desire  aggressive  qualities. 

Due  to  the  dominance  of  the  practical  outlook  in  most  teachers,  the  5  5  per  cent  vote  in  favor 
of  character  traits  may  indicate  an  extremely  high  character  rating  of  Central  students. 

The  results  of  a  test  of  this  kind  in  other  schools  might  be  most  enlightening.

BOARD  IN  CONTROL  OF  ATHLETICS 

The  forerunner  of  the  present  student  and  faculty  Board  in  Control  of  Athletics,  was  organ- 
ized in  the  year  1894,  or  two  years  after  the  beginning  of  interscholastic  athletics  in  Central 
High.  The  faculty  members  of  the  Board  are  all  members  ex-Ofiicio,  and  consist  of  the  Prin- 
cipal who  presides  at  all  meetings,  the  Director  of  Athletics,  the  Head  Coach  of  Athletics,  and 
the  treasurer  of  the  Athletic  Association.  Student  members  consist  of  two  boys  and  a  girl  elected 
by  the  Junior  Classes. 

The  Board  meets  during  the  activities  period  in  the  principal's  office  as  often  as  necessary  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  Association. 


THE  FIVE  A  LEAGUE 

During  the  school  year  1929-30.  a  general  desire  for  organizing  into  closely  knitted  groups 
or  leagues  for  the  purpose  of  better  athletic  relations  resulted  in  the  formation  of  new  leagues 
until  by  the  end  of  that  year,  all  of  the  Class  A  Schools  of  the  state  belonged  to  one  league  or 
another. 

In  the  formation  of  the  Five  A  League,  composed  of  Ann  Arbor,  Battle  Creek,  Jackson,  and 
the  two  Lansing  schools,   Lansing  Central  had  a  leading  part. 

The  first  three  years  of  the  league  have  been  very  successful  from  the  standpoint  of  friendly 
relationships  and  from  general  student  and  public  interest.  From  the  standpoint  of  athletic  com- 
petition, the  league  is  very  well  balanced:  every  school  has  won  at  least  one  league  championship 
in  some  of  the  seven  sports  that  are  sponsored  by   the  league.
